EDITORIAL NOTE, A COLLECTION OF 33 MARX-ENGLES-LENIN QUOTES 
ON DICTATORSHIP HAS JUST BEEN ISSUED, GIVING ADDED THRUST 
TO THE CAMPAIGN TO IMPROVE DISCIPLINE AND PRODUCTION. 

MEANWHILE REPORTS ABOUT POSTER AND PROTEST ACTIVITIES IN 
NANKING AND CANTON INVOLVING DISSATISPACTION OVER WAGES 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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INDICATE THIS ISSUE CONTINUES TO BE TROUBLESOME. IN THE 
POREIGN APPAIRS PIELD, THE UNEXPECTED ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
SINGAPOREAN FONMIN RAJARATNAM WILL VISIT PEKING IN MARCH 
UNDERSCORES CHINA'S CONTINUING INTEREST IN NORMALIZING 
RELATIONS WITH THE ASEAN COUNTRIES. PURTHER POSITIVE 
SIGNS OF A POSSIBLE THAW IN SINO-INDIAN RELATIONS HAVE 
BEEN NOTED IN CONNECTION WITH PING-PONG AND CHINESE 
PUBLIC UTTERANCES. 
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1. MARX-ENGELS-LENIN ON DICTATORSHIP 

THE CAMPAIGN TO IMPROVE DISCIPLINE AND STABILITY ADVANCED DURING 
THE WEEK. UNDER A JOINT EDITORIAL NOTE WITH RED ELAG, PEOPLE'S 
DAILY EEBRUARY 22 PUBLISHED A LENGTHY COLLECTION OE 33 QUOTES 
EROM MARX-ENGELS-LENIN ON DICTATORSHIP AND THE PROVINCES HAVE 
BEGUN TO PICK THESE UP AS KEY STUDY MATERIAL. THE COLLECTION 
RECALLS THE "LITTLE RED BOOK " OE MAO QUOTES FROM THE CULTURAL 
REVOLUTION BUT IT REMAINS TO BE SEEN WHAT THIS TURN TO MARXIST- 
LENINIST SOURCES MAY MEAN EOR A EURTHER DOWNGRADING OF MAO 
THOUGHT. SOME OE THE QUOTES, EROM LENIN'S "LEET-WING 
COMMUNISM, AN INFANTILE DISORDER," WOULD SEEM A WARNING TO THE 
LEFT IN PARTICULAR THAT UNRULY BEHAVIOR IS OUT OE SEASON

2. PERSISTENT PROBLEMS IN PROVINCES 

DESPITE THE REGIME PUSH EOR DISCIPLINE, SIGNS OF DISUNITY 
CONTINUE TO BE APPARENT. THE LONDON TIMES AND A REUTER'S 
EEBRUARY 20 STORY BOTH REPORT NEW POSTERS IN NANKING WHICH 
ATTACK LONG-TIME TARGET PROVINCE VICE CHAIRMAN WU TA-SHENG, 
POLITBURO MEMBERS AND NOW CANTON MR COMMANDER HSU SHIH-YU, 

AND KIANGSU'S NEW CIVILIAN BOSS PENG CHUNG. PENG IS ACCUSED 
OE BEING "ANTI-MAO " AND OF OPPOSING THE SENDING OF YOUTH TO 
THE COUNTRYSIDE (DCY). CRITICISM OE PENG IS PARALLELED BY 
SOME MESSAGES OF SUPPORT IF HE DOES NOT "TURN TO THE RIGHT." 

IN ADDITION, PROTESTS OE EX-SERVICEMEN CONTINUE TO SPARK 
POSTERS IN CANTON.(BEGIN CONE/NED) TO COPE WITH THIS, A 
KWANGTUNG DIRECTIVE DEEINES THEIR EEFORTS AS "ECONOMISM " AND AN 
NCNA NATIONWIDE BROADCAST ON EX-SERVICEMEN IN SHENSI NOTES THAT IN 
1974 MANY WORKERS WERE BEING MISLED BY "BOURGEOUS THINKING" 
(HK20I1). ENDCONF/NED. 
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3. A EEBRUARY 26 HONG KONG WEN WEI PAO ARTICLE REPRINTED FROM THE 
SHANGHAI JOURNAL MAKES CLEAR THE POINT THAT THE EXERCISE OF 
DEMOCRATIC FREEDOMS AND THE "FOUR BIGS" OF MASS CRITICISM MUST BE 
KEPT CLEARLY WITHIN THE CONFINES OF SERVING THE INTERESTS OF THE 
DICTATORSHIP OF THE PROLETARIAT. A FEBRUARY RED FLAG ARTICLE BY 
HSIANG HUI ON DEMOCRATIC CENTRALISM GIVES NATIONAL SANCTION 
(WR 8; HK 0858) TO THE IDEA THAT "GOING AGAINST THE TIDE" IS 
ACCEPTABLE ONLY SO FAR AS IT CONFORMS TO PARTY DISCIPLINE (NCNA 
DOMESTIC CHINESE FEBRUARY 21 BROADCAST). THUS, THERE IS NOW 
EVIDENCE THAT THE DISCIPLINE CAMPAIGN IS BEING DIRECTED AT 
TROUBLESOME GROUPS WHICH BECAME MORE ACTIVE DURING THE CRITICISM

TIBET AND HONAN RECENTLY HELD REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE PLENUMS, 

CONTINUING THE NATIONWIDE SERIES OE POST-NPC PROVINCIAL MEETINGS 
(WR 8). REELECTING THE REGIME'S ECONOMIC PREOCCUPATIONS, THE 
TIBETAN PLENUM REVELAED THAT A NATIONAL PLANNING CONFERENCE HAS 
BEEN HELD , WHILE HONAN DISCUSSED THE NATIONAL ECONOMIC PLAN FOR 
THE PROVINCE IN 1975 AND THE QUESTION OE "ORGANIZING A LEAP 
EORWARD IN INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION". WITH THE 
REVELATION OE A NATIONAL PLANNING CONEERENCE AND CONTINUING

THE SURPRISE EEBRUARY 24 ANNOUNCEMENT THAT THE SINGAPOREAN 
EOREIGN MINISTER WILL HEAD THE EIRST OEEICIAL GOS DELEGATION ON 
A VISIT TO CHINA NEXT MOTTH COMES IN RESPONSE TO AN INVITATION 
ISSUED GY PRC EORMIN CHIAO KUAN-HUA AT LAST YEAR'S UNBA 
(SINGAPORE 742). THIS INVITATION REITERATES THE PRC'S INTEREST 
IN MORMATLIZING RELATIONS WITH AWAN STATES. APPRENTLY IN 
PREPARATION EOR THE ANNOUNCEMENT , NCNA ON EEBUARY 21 AND22 
REPORTED FAVORABLY ON THE SINGAPORE MEEGING FEBRUARY 19 ON

SPECULATION ABOUT A WARMING TREND IN SINO-INDIAN RELATIONS 
REMAINS HIGH, WITH VICE PREIMER CHEN HSI-LIEN'S STATEMENT AT THE 
CALCUTTA AIRPORT ON HIS WAY TO NEPAL EUELING THE ELAMES. 

ALTHOUGH NOT CARRIED BY THE CHINESE MEDIA, WIRE SERVICES REPORTED

"CAN NOT CONTINUE FOR LONG". THE DEICSION (HONG KONG 1731) TO

PONG TEAM (CALCUTTA 457). NCNA ACCOUNTS OF THE PING PONG TEAM'S 
ACTIVITIES 

IN NEW DELHI INDICATE THAT THEIR RECEIPTION WAS PERHAPS LESS 
EXUBERANT THAN THAT ACCORDED BY THE BENGALIS AND THAT THE 
HIGHEST RANKING GOI OFFICIAL INVOLVED WAS THE SECRETARY OF EDUCATION.
